Today you are meeting for the first time in the history of the State in 
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Special Session, and as Governor, I have hesitated to call such a session. It is establishing 


a precedent which may prove a bad one as in some States special sessions are called unnecessarily

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The present session has been called for the purpose of ratifying the 
Amendment to the Federal Constitution providing for equal suffrage for women. While all of us

absolutely necessary. Further, the opponents of suffrage have been using as an argument against 


-pranting equal rights to women that Wyoming had not ratified for the reason that suffrage had

proved a failure in this State. Considering the fact that women in Wyoming were granted the

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franchise in territorial days in 1869, that we were the first State to be admitted into the Union 
with the rights of women guaranteed in our Constitution, we could not allow such a charge to ke n 
unchallenged. After considering the matter from all angles, it seemed to me that our duty was f 
plain anå that was to ratify the deniar ani to do so at the earliest possible date. T have 
reason to believe and also hope that the Resolution ratifying this suffrage amendment will 
3 receive your unanimous support. This should be our answer to the charge that suffrage is a failure 
| in Wyoming. 

In calling this session, the matter of bringing up other legislation has 
been considered and had we any provision in the law whereby the Executive could limit the business of 
the special session as is possible in other States, there are a number of matters which I would 
have asxed you to consider at this time. Some of them are of great impo.tance to the State but I 
believe that it is better for all concerned that all of them with the possible exception of Amend- 
ments to the Irrigation District Law go over until the next regular session than that we should lave 
a long and costly session at this time. The past season demonstrated the need of Reservoir Water in 
many of our Irrigation Districts and the necessity of additional water supply. Under the present 
law it is impossible to organize Irrigation Districts, so that those benefitted pay in accordance 
with the benefits derived, and for that reason I would recommend that legislation to relieve the 7 
situation be considered at this tims. But if you should decide to consider this matter I would 
request that every effort be made to finish the business of this Session as speedily as possible not 
only on account of the expense but also through a realization that many embers have come sre at a 
great inconvenience to themselves and desire to return home at as early a date as possible.
